ONORATO CARLANDI 


S well known in Europe as among the most 
illustrious of modern Italian landscape-paint- 
ers. He was born in Rome. His father was 
an architect of note and his mother was of the 
celebrated Castellani family. After studying law for some 
years he decided to follow his early inclination, and later 
entered the studio of Dominic Morelli in Naples. He 
visited London and established himself there for a number 
of months of each year. 

He has painted throughout England and Wales, and his 
works are found in many private as well as public collec- 
tions in Europe and America. Mr. Carlandi^s pictures 
are in the Roman Modern Gallery, the Luxemburg, the 
Venetian Modern Gallery, the Imperial Gallery of Vienna, 
the Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts, etc. This 
is his first exhibition in New York and consists of pictures 
mainly from the Roman Campagna, with which he has 
been familiar since his childhood and which is a never- 
ending source of inspiration to him.
